The  year  ended  1958  has  revealed  no  major  problems. 

The  death  rate  continues  to  decline  but  no  conclusions  should  be 
drawn  from  this.  In  1953  it  was  17.17  per  1,000  population,  and  in 
1958  it  is  13.22,  but  as  the  population  is  ageing  an  increase  in  the 
death  rate  may  be  expected. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  estimated  population  as  notified 
was  14.82  as  against  the  general  birth  rate  of  l6,4  for  England  and 
Wales. 


In  conclusion,  the  health  of  your  area  has  been  satisfactory 
with  special  reference  to  the  decline  of  ineldencea  of  new  eases  of 
tuberculosis .

During  the  year  65  inspections  of  dwellinghousos,  shops,  and  other  bnij dings 
were  made  and  91  inspections  of  Council  Sowers  and  Tips..  Disinfestation 
treatments  wore  carried  out  where  necessary. 

(A)  SliiUGHIERHODSES: 

A  total  of  364  visits  were  made  to  tho  throe  slaughterhouses  in  your  area, 
primarily  for  tho  purpose  of  moat  inspection.  The  quality  of  tho  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  area  continues  to  bo  high,  and  tho  satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  generally  prevailing  has  been  maintained, 

(5)  W.C.  CONVERSIONS; 


During  tho  year  4  conversions  from  ash  closets  to  tho  water  carriage  system 
took  plaoo.  There  aro  now  380  water  closots  and  525  ash  closets  in  the  district, 

16)  FACTORIES  ACTS.  1Q37  and  1QZ.8 

During  tho  year  15  premises  subject  to  tho  Factories  Acts  were  inspected, 
Considerablo  nuisance  continues  to  bo  caused  by  dust  from  the  local  tarmacadam  works 
and  the  attention  of  tho  managomont  was  drawn  to  the  need  to  minimise  tho  nuisance. 

(7)  FOOD  ETC.  GONDEIvlNED  ; 

During  the  year  33  sts.  61bs.  of  meat  and  10  lbs.  of  loose  provisions  wore 
condemned  as  unfit  for  himan  consuption  and  were  disposed  of  either  by  being  burnt 
by  the  owners  concerned  or  by  being  buried  at  the  Council's  tip. 

(8)  FOOD  HYGIENE  REBULATIONS.  1955-^6 

Inspections  under  the  above  mentioned  Regulations  have  been  made  and  informal 
action  has  sufficed  to  deal  vrith  whatever  contraventions  have  been  discovered.
